• the Administration at Washington or by any 
izen of the country or by any of the great news- 
pers to impress upon the minds of the two an- 
jonistie nations that there is danger of pursu- 
r their presnt active hostility in Germany to the 
int of armed conflict, resulting possibly in the 
solute destruction of one. and that prompt and - 
rorous efforts should be made toward peaceable • 
i orderly conference and settlement, ought to be 
Itemed bv every living person throughout, the 
rid. 


"We do not know whither we are drifting. 


& times are critical, though they are not des- 
ate. An international conference such as has 
n suggested -would probably result in the early 
sblishment of international peace. The United 
,tes. from an economic standpoint and other- 
,e, entertains a friendly feeling toward other na- 
js without any exception, and would like to be 
service a£ this particular time. It is not neces^ 
y to become entangled with any other country 
my way, or to waive any of our rights or privi- 
es, or to assume any responsibilities. I.think 
attitude of this country is to extend a helping

>fit. but with the sole and honorable motive of

w;hat we pleased and what wo 
thought she deterred. But the rel- 
evant fact is that we did agree to 
this restriction aad that it was on 
the basis of this agreement that 
Germanr 
laid 
dowa her arms. 
When the conference met In Paris, 
Llord George had Just won his 
frivolous election hot that ho 
would make Germanr par the full 
costs of the war. This waa also the 
poattioa taken br Franc*, it fell to 
the lot of Mr. John Poster Dulles 
to present the American 
Tiew of 


the principles of reparations at the 
meeting ot the reparations com- 
mission. To hia.and our everlasting 
credit he repudiated the claims for 
total war costs advanced br M. 
Klotc of Prases ssd Mr. Husks* of 
Australia as a breach of faltth. 
(The debate is given 
in full la 
Baruch's Making of the Repara- 
tion* and Economic Sections of the 
Peace Treaty.) 
When President 
Wilson started for America, the Ak 
lies again took the opportvaitr to 
press their original 
claime. 
Our 


commission 
cabled 
Mr. Wilson, 
who was on the steamer, asktag in. 
struotions. He cabled back that *o 
admit thf claims would be "clear. 
lr inconsistent with what we dellb- 
eratejlr led the enemy to expect 
and cannot now alter 
elmply be- 


cause we have the power." Thus 
far the people of the United States 
hate et#ry right to feel proud of 
the position taken br their repre- 
sentative* at Paris. 
But the next 
episode, alas! is of a different char- 
acter. The Allies, because of Amer- 
ican 
pressure abandoned 
their 
claims to the whole cost of the war 
in form, but not in roalitr. They 
succeeded 
in running in a very 


large part of the total 
war cost* 


under the bead of pensions and 
separation allowance*. It was gen- 
eral Smut's sophistical argument 
(see Barueh for his memorandum) 
which led Mr. Wilson 
in an evil 


moment to consent to the inclusion 
of pensions. 


Tells What Happemd 


. Mr. tamottt, an eye-witness 
of 


the scene and a personal friend of 
Mr. Wilcoa tells the story of what 
happened. "We explained to Mr, 
Wilson that we couldn't find a 
lawyer in the American delegation 
that would rive an opinion in fav- 
or of pension*. (N. B.) All the log- 
ic (a euphemism for law) was 
against it 'Logic, logic!' exclaim- 
ed the President, 'I don't glv« a 
damn for logic. I am going to in- 
clude pensions'." (So* what really 
happened at Paris, odited by Col. 
House and Professor Seymour, p. 
272). The tragic significance of 
Mr. Wilson's final acquiescence be- 
come obvious when it is remember- 
ed that the pension* aad separation 
allowances cotnpr!;e about two 
thirds of the reparations bill. In 
other words, there has been im- 
posed upon Gernfany by the ar- 
rangement ot March 19X1. under 
which the Allies have been work- 
ing, a bill of more than |)9,0«0,. 
oao.000 in direct violation ot our 
prearmlstice agreement with Ger- 
many, our own legal advisers at 
Paris 
bearing witness 
to this 


breach of faith. It is often urged 
that Germany cannot be trusted, 
and again that Germany has not 
done what she could 
to pay her 


reparations obligations. The Ger- 
mans might very well retort: "Can 
ithe Allies be trusted." and art we 
morally obligated to par damage* 
which are imposed br what the ac- 
credited legal advisers of one of 
oar enemies ha* declared to be a 
.breach of faith? "The problem of 
reparations will never ho settled " 
•aid Mr. Dalles in a receat speech 
in New JTork. "aatU the evil that a 
representative of the United State* 
helped to do will be ifrdoae. and 
the reparation* figure fixed at an 
amount where it would have heoa 
had-aot pension* aad separation 
allowances boea 
Included." It I* 
not pleasant to recall this a«Uiea- 
tic story coacernlng aae who Is •till 
admired and venerated by coaat- 
les* thousand* of my follow dti*. 
vas. But it ha* pracUcaily »OM ig- 
nored br the newsHaor*. aad ia- 
til its meaalag Is rally realised by 
the American JMOBI*. tke areolem 
of Reparatioas, aad mor* aartica- 
hirly of Oeairaay's atUtMe toward 
them, will remain aaaolTod, How 
far Onrmaay ha* paid raaaraUoas 
la tptte of It* Injustice which baa 
boaa «OM her t* aaothar 
rtory.
